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answering  the  questions  was  a  reproduction  in  tri- 
colors of  the  famous  painting,  "Piloting  Her  Home," 
by  William  Holt  Yates  Titcombe.  Two-thirds  of  the 
page  was  used  to  describe  the  picture  and  gave  infor- 
mation as  to  how  the  picture  could  be  obtained  free. 
The  argument  used  was  one  of  the  "reason  why"  kind, 
and  the  fact  that  one  out  of  every  thirty-two  of  our 
subscribers  answered  the  questions  and  sent  in  the 
coupons  to  us,  is  not  only  an  evidence  that  the  full  page 
advertisement  "pulled,"  but  shows  that  our  readers  are 
a  class  that  read  advertisement  and  will  answer  them 
if  convincing  arguments  are  used. 

In  brief,  we  told  them  that  our  advertising  depart- 
ment is  frequently  asked  for  information  regarding 
the  class  of  readers  subscribing  to  the  Canadian  Home 
Journal  and  that  we  desired  to  furnish  our  advertisers 
with  that  information,  and  desired  their  co-operation 
to  that  point.  The  response  was  splendid  and  is  an- 
other evidence  of  the  splendid  co-operation  and  sym- 
pathy between  publishers  and  subscribers  of  the  Can- 
adian Home  Journal. 

We  have  ourselves  always  believed  that  Canadian

Perhaps  you  would  like  to  know  what  kind  of 
silverware  is  used  on  the  table  with  which  to  eat  the 
breakfast. 

It  might  be  interesting  to  learn  the  kind  of  tooth 
paste  or  powder  trie  family  use  after  their  meals. 

The  make  of  piano  the  children  use  upon  which  to 
practice,  or  perhaps  they  prefer  an  organ;  if  so,  we 
can  tell  you  the  make  of  the  organ  and  the  number  of 
organs  owned  by  our  subscribers. 

We  can  tell  you  whether  our  subscribers  have  free 
mail  delivery,  or  if  the  children  have  to  call  at  the 
post  office  for  letters  on  the  way  home  from  school. 

After  the  breakfast  is  over,  mother  uses  a  vacuum 
cleaner.  We  can  tell  you  the  number  of  readers  using 
vacuum  cleaners.  What  brand  of  paints  are  used  to 
paint  the  rooms  as  well  as  the  outside  of  the  house, 
what  kind  of  toilet  soap  is  used  in  the  bath  room,  and 
the  brand  of  soap  used  in  the  laundry. 

Perhaps  the  number  of  children  in  the  home  make 
it  necessary  to  make  over  some  clothes,  in  which  case 
dyeing  is  necessary.  We  can  tell  you  the  kind  of  dyes 
the  family  use.  And  so  on,  most  of  the  duties  and 
events  that  occur  during  the  day  we  can  give  exact 
information  as  to  the  nature  of  the  goods  used  and

The  publisher  of  the  Canadian  Home  Journal, 
when  advertising  manager  of  an  agricultural 
paper  some  seven  years  ago,  obtained  in  a  similar 
manner,  but  through  the  mail  a  valuable  amount  of 
data  concerning  the  readers  of  the  paper,  by  which  he 
was  then  employed.  Since  that  time,  Mr.  Thos.  Balmer, 
of  the  "Woman's  World,"  has  worked  out  the  problem 
more  fully,  and  it  is  with  the  experienced  gained  both 
personally  and  from  Mr.  Balmer  that  has  made  the 
obtaining  of  this  data  so  successful.

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The  average  number  of  readers  for  each  copy  of 
the  Canadian  Home  Journal  is  4.5.

The  answers  show  a  list  of  over  seventy  different 
values,  and  from  them  we  find  the  value  of  the  property 
owned  by  the  Canadian  Home  Journal  readers  ranges 
all  the  way  from  $1,500,  which  is  not  very  much,  up  to 
$100,000.  The  average  value  of  the  property  is  $7,159. 
This  must  be  considered  as  an  evidence  that  the  read- 
ers are  comparatively  wealthy.  No  matter  whether  a 
person  lives  in  Canada  or  elsewhere,  if  their  property 
is  valued  at  over  $7,000,  it  is  taken  for  granted  that 
they  are  in  fairly  comfortable  circumstances.  We  had 
not  thought  that  the  property  valuation  would  be  as 
high  as  it  is.  However,  the  evidence  is  conclusive,  and 
must  be  accepted  as  such.

We  found  that  80  per  cent,  of  the  readers  owned 
their  own  home.  Canada  has  for  some  time  been 
known  as  a  country  where  the  majority  of  persons 
own  their  homes.  We  did  not  expect  the  average 
would  reach  80  per  cent. 

80  per  cent,  own  their  homes,  17  per  cent,  rent, 
while  the  balance  is  taken  care  of  in  the  fact  that  a 
few  of  our  readers  live  on  property  owned  by  church 
authorities,  and  3  per  cent,  did  not  answer  the  ques- 
tion.

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  some  use  two  means 
of  heating. 

That  the  manufacturers  of  heating  apparatus  have 
not  paid  sufficient  attention  to  rural  sections  is  borne 
out  by  the  fact  that  74  per  cent,  still  heat  their  homes 
with  coal  stoves.  This  state  of  affairs  should  not  be 
allowed  to  exist,  inasmuch  as  the  size  of  the  home  and 
its  value  makes  it  much  more  economical  to  heat  by  a 
furnace,  and  no  argument  should  be  necessary  to 
prove  that  the  readers  of  the  Canadian  Home  Journal 
are  a  splendid  class  amongst  which  to  advertise  up-to- 
date  heating  apparatus,  and  our  advice  to  manufac- 
turerers  is  that  they  could,  with  advantage,  pay  more 
attention  to  this  class  of  trade.  The  city  trade  is  bound 
to  come,  but  there  is  a  large  rural  field  that  is  not  yet 
covered  that  should  be  one  of  the  most  profitable  for 
the  furnace  manufacturer.

Oil  lamps  are  still  used  to  light  the  majority  of  the 
homes.  However,  the  introduction  of  Hydro-Electric 
power  is  having  its  influence,  as  14  per  cent,  of  our 
readers  light  their  homes  by  electricity,  and  it  is  safe 
to  say  that  inside  of  the  next  two  years  this  number 
will  be  trebled,  as  plans  are  now  under  way  to  make  it 
possible  for  a  large  number  of  rural  residents  to  use 
electricity  not  only  for  lighting,  but  for  the  various 
operations  in  the  rural  home  where  power  is  needed.

A  great  many,  of  course,  use  two,  and  perhaps 
three,  kinds  of  fuel  for  cooking.

It  is  quite  easy  to  sum  up  the  answers  by 
saying  that  the  majority  of  the  Canadian  Home  Jour- 
nal readers  buy  advertised  articles  because  they  read 
the  advertisements  and  believe  the  claims  set  forth  by 
advertisers. 

The  question,  "Why  they  bought  advertised  arti- 
cles?" brought  forth  a  great  variety  of  answers.  The 
majority  answered  that  they  make  a  practice  of  buying 
advertised  articles  because  in  most  instances  they  are 
more  satisfactory  than  others,  and  in  many  instances 
are  cheaper  in  the  long  run  than  articles  that  are  not 
extensively  advertised.
